Release of Lower Scheldt from

LONDON, Dec. 10.—(British Wire- 
less.)—Belgian claims at the peace 
conference will be directed, not only 
against Germany but against Holland, 
according to the Metropole of  nt- 
werp, which prints a statement made 
by the Belgian minister of foreign af- 
fairs. The minister is quoted as fol- 
lows: 

“Obviously our first demand from 
Germany wili be the restitution of all 
of which we were robbed in hundreds 
of ways. As far as territorial read-

The passages in question deal espe- 
cially with the international treaty of 
1839, which fixed the status of Bel- 
gium. This treaty deprived the young 
kingdom of Belgium of the principal 
portions of her provinces of Leswig 
and Luxemburg and enriched the Ger- 
man confederation by the Belgian 
towns of the provinces of Liege such 
as St. Vith, Malmady and Montjoie.

City Waterworks Superintendent 
Explains Functions of the 


Organization 


J. W. Turner, superintendent of the 
| city waterwarks department, gives the 
following explanation of the new 


organization, “The Billing and Col- 
lecting Department": 

Under the new organization known 
as “The Billing and Collecting Depart- 
ment,” which now forms a part of the 
city treasurer's office, water rates, 
electric light and telephone payments, 
are received in the general office, 

For many yearw past, the water ac- 
counts on metered services, have been 
rendered monthly, and under the pro- 
visions of the waterworks bylaw, a 
deposit on al] metered services was 
required from, water consumers, The 
;accounts for water services which 
| have remained on the flat rate, have 
| been billed out on a quarterly basis; 
; rates payable {In advance, Under the 
new organization, it is proposed to 
| collect these fiat rates in the same 
manner as the metered accounts, and 
to collect a deposit on every service 
in connection with the waterworks 
department, That is to say, the city 
treasurer will send out to all water 
consumers, an account for a deposit 
sufficient to cover the average quarter- 
ly rate. At the end of January, 1919, 
@ monthly account will be rendered 
{covering the month of January; and 
j henceforth, both meter and flat rate 
accounts will be rendered on a month-~- 
ly basis. 

During the past four years (under 
| War conditions) this department has 
permitted the installation of yard 
| hydrants, upon the applicant obtain- 
ling the necessary certificate from the 
| medical health officer. This practice 
| Was regarded as a war measure only. 
| It is desirable that every water cone 


;sumer should have the water and 
| sewer connections right into his house; 
and it is the desire of the department 


|to encourage as far as possible, the 
jingtallation of water and sewer into 
every house where these utilities are 
available 

| White yard hydrants may be per- 
}/mitted as a temporary measure, they 
do not supp'y the proper sanitary con- 
ditions.

BRITAIN HAS BIG 
PROBLEM TO MEET 
BURDEN OF DEBT 


Will Face Difficulties With Cour- 
age and Keep Obligations 
Says Churchill 


Dundee, Scotland, Dec. 10—Speak- 
ing of fiscal! matters, Col. Winston 
Spencer Churchill, said, today:— 


“The financial question is becoming 
increasingly grave. We are burdened 
with an enormous debt, but about 
six-sevenths of our debt is due to our- 
selves. The difficulties connected with 
that portion can be adjusted within 
our own borders, but the external debt 
is a far greater source of preoccupa- 
tion, we are heavily indebted to the 
United States. We have sent to Am- 
erica 400,000,000 pounds in bullion 
and from 800,000,000 pounds to 1,- 
000,000,000 pounds in securities, 
which had been gathered as a result 
of two generations of prosperous 
trade. 

“The payment of interest on that 
debt and the loss of interest on securi- 
ties previously held will impose a very 
serious burden in coming years. We 
incurred that burden, not for our own 


benefit, but for the Allies and Russia. 
As a result of these overseas labili- 
ties we will have burdens such as we 
have never had before, but we will 
face these difficulties with courage, 
keeping our word in every respect?”

If that should occur the Irish 
question will have taken on a new 
and sinister aspect.

MEN OBTAIN 
PAPERS BEFORE | 
COMING HOME| 


New System of Returning 8ol- | 
diers Expected to Eliminate 
Delays in Canada 


OTTAWA, Dec, 11.—The new sys- 
tem of returning soldiers to their 
home in Canada which will, it is! 
hoped, eliminate the delays and dim™- 
culties met with, has been adopted by 
the militia department, and will be 
in operation early in the new year. 
Under the system at present in opera- 
tion, soldiers are landed in Canada, 
and immediately on landing, if they 
so desire, are given two weeks’ fur- 
lough. The department in response to 
popular demand has made it a point 
to allow the men to return to their 
homes, providing them with money 
and railway transportation, but it was 
necessary at the expiration of the fur- 
|lough for the men to report at the 
headquarters of their dispersal area 
for medical examination before dis- 
charged. This system has caused a 
great deal of delay after the troops 
arrive in Canada, because of the cler- 
ical work involved in giving the men 
their documents, tickets, etc., before 
they went on furlough. 

The new system which will be set 
in operation as soon as the necessary 
machinery can be established in Eng- 
|land, provides for the issuing of all
